30,000 Newspaper In 
Santiago Estimates; 
Rescue Work Pressed 


SANTIAGO, CHILE (UP) — The 
toll of the most disastrous earth- 
quake of the century on this con- 
tinent were mounting rapidly 
today as haggard workmen repaired 
communication lines to South Cen- 
tral Chile. 

Appalling conditions were reveal 
ed in the six stricken states em- 
bracing an area of 40,000 square 
miles with a population of 1,600,000, 
where the earthquake struck in the 
early hours of Tuesday. 


‘Typical of the startling messages | 
was one from a United Press cor- | 


respondent at Cauquenes, which wa: 
sent by a horseman courier 40 miles 
through the mountains to Talca, 
where the telegraph line ends. 

He reported a toll of 2500 dead | 
and 2500 injured in that city alone. 
The total causualties may never 
be known. The Santiago newspap- 
er Diario Dlustrado estimated to- 
day that there are more than 30,000 
dead and 50,000 injured. 


In the constantly changing figure, 


a partial United Press compilation | 
showed the following major centers | 
of death: 

Chellan, 10,000, Concepcion, 2,000 
Cauquenes, .2500: San  Rosando, 
1000; Penco, 200. Scores of other 
places reported 10, 20 or more dead. 
Many more have not been heard 
from.

A United States “flying 
fortress” arrived from Panama 
with medicines and serums. 


German, French, American and 
Argentine planes were arriving 
frequently to aid the exhausted 
Chilean pilots who have been mak- 
ing trips from dawn to dark in 
bombers. The British cruisers Ajax 
and Exeter were evacuating refu- 
gees. Foreign colonies and the dip- 
lomatic corps gathered to raise 
funds. The German Embassy hand- 
ed $2600 to the government.

American forests have suffered 
staggering losses from forest fires in 
recent years. Less dramatic but 
none the less serious is the fight 
against insects and disease, the si- 
lent enemies of forest conservation. 

In addition to protection of pub- 
licly owned forests the CCC has 
made possible the expansion of pro- 
tection from forest fires, insects and 
disease on privately owned timber- 
lands, said Show. This has been car- 
ried on through State and Federal 
cooperation with private land own- 
ers under the provisions of the co- 
Operative forest protection act 
known as the Clarke-McNary law. 

“Forests Protected by the CCC” 
and “Forest Improvement by the 
CCC” are two pamphlets of a ser- 
ies issued by the Civilian Conser- 
vation Corps to give a general pic- 
ture of its work program. The 
pamphlets describe projects done 
by the CCC under the direction of 
the Forest Service and other Feder- 
al and State conservation agencies. 
Subjects include forest protection. 
reforestation, forest improvement 
and wild life operations. The two 
publications are available for free 
distribution from Forest Service 
headquarters in San Francisco, Re- 
gional Forester Show announced.

“Snead has got the right to think 
whatever he thinks,” Demaret said, 
“but I can’t see eye to eye with him. 
To me a champion goes in any sort 
of conditions. I’m not as good a golf 
player as Snead is, but I never saw 
a man that I wouldn’t play for al) 
I had on sand greens, grass greens, 
or down Sth Avenue. If I ever tied 
for tne National Open it would suit 
me to settle the title by playing 
one hole. If you are hitting the, 
ball, it doesn’t matter what you're 
playing, match, medal or marbles.” 

Leo Diegel, who stopped Waiter | 
Hagen’s five year strangle hold on 


professional match play champion- | 


ships, said that match play was 
chiefly a test of a golfer’s guts. 

“I never saw a champion 
couldn’t stick one closer to that 
flag than you could.

more than 50c a day, and yet I 
found where purchases had been 
made of from $75 up to over $4000, 
and all were from individuals.

Mine operators are watching the 
suit very closely for it has shown 
them a civil side of highgrading 
heretofore overlooked. The purchas- 
er of any stolen goods regardless of 
his innocence or good faith, when 
making the purchase, is liable for 
damages to the righful owner un- 


; der the laws covering conversion.

Undoubtedly this has opened up a 
new method of attack on highgrad- 
ing—one which will be vigorously 
followed in the future. When gold 
buyers realize that they are run- 
ning the risk of sustaining a sub- 
stantial loss from a damage suit in- 
stead of making a handsome pro- 
fit when they buy gold of doubtful 
origin, they will be more careful in 
determining the source of the gold. 

A gold buyer when charged with 
the purchase of stolen gold _ will 
invariably deny guilty knowledge. 
In a civil suit his innocence gives 
him no protection — but his claim 
must be considered under oud pres- 


ent laws when criminal action is to! 


be taken. We may be fairly sure 


that anyone who is willing to sell a! 
large quantity of gold in the sec- | 


ondary market at a price of $22 


to $27 on ounce is not the rightful | 
owner or he would not accept such | 


a large discount, but it requires 
proof to obtain a conviction in a 
criminal procedure. Furthermore a 
buyer of stolen gold is not held 
criminally liable according to our 
present state laws. 

There are, of course, a number 
of highly reputable gold buyers who 
co-operate actively with the auth-

Peter Declares His Love 


HIGHLIGHTS ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


(The International Uniform Les- 
son on the above topic for Jan. 29 
is John 21: 11-19, the Golden Text 
being John 14: 15—“If ye love 
me, keep my commandments.”)

IN LAST WEEK'S lesson Peter, 
faced with the possibility of arrest 
for being with Jesus, denied three 
times that he knew the Lord, and 
when the cock crew, he remem- 
bered that Jesus had told him that 
he would act thus. He was filled 
with anguish for his faithlessness. 

In today’s lesson he is with the 
other disciples, walking sadly 
along the road three days after 
the crucifixion. Jesus joins the 
group, but none of the disciples 
knows Him. They ask Him to stay 
and dine with them, and He tells 
them where to cast their nets to 
get a good catch of fish. They fol- 
low His direction and land many 
large fishes, and when they eat, 
Jesus breaks bréad and gives it to 
them — and then they know the 
Christ! 

Peter feels he is forgiven for 
his denials, and Jesus asks him if 
he loves Him. Peter answers fer- 
vently, “Yea, Lord, thou knowest 
that I love Thee.” Then Jesus 
answers, “Feed my lambs.” Three 
times is the question put, three 
times Peter answers, “Yea,” and 
three times is he told to “Feed my 
lambs,” or “Feed my sheep.” It is 
not earthly food that is meant, but 
spiritual — the preaching of the 
gospel. Peter understands. 

The disciples are now convinced 
that Christ has really risen from 
the dead. Before this they were 
inclined to be doubtful. The two 
Marys had first told the story of 
finding the tomb empty and the 
body of Jesus gone, but the men 
put that down to “women’s talk.” 
Now they know that the talk was 
true. 

Now we go back a bit, to before 
the crucifixion, and recall the 
story of the woman who was a 
sinner and who anointed the Sav- 
ior’s feet with precious ointment. 
It was one time when a Pharisee 


asked Jesus to eat with him, and 
He did so. While they were at the 
meal] this woman, who was known 
to be a sinner, came in, and stood 
behind Him weeping. Then, kneel- 
ing before Jesus, she bathed His 
feet with her tears, wiped them 
with her long hair, and finally 
anointed them with the precious 
ointment which was in an alabas- 
ter box. 

Of course the self-righteous 
Pharisee was horrified, and said to 
himself that if Jesus really were 
a prophet, He would know what 
type of woman this was and shrink 
from her. But Jesus, reading his 
thoughts said, “Simon, I have 
something to say to thee.” Simon 
said, ‘Master, say on.” 

Then Jesus told the parable of 
the man who had two debtors, one 
of whom owed him only a little 
money, and the other who owed 
him much. He forgave them both. 
“Which of them will love him 
most?” Jesus asked. “I suppose 
he to whom he forgave most,” 
answered Simon. 


Then He turned to the woman 
saying that when He entered 
Simon’s house He was given no 
water to wash His feet and re- 
ceived no kiss of welcome, but the 
woman had given Him both. 

“Wherefore I say unto thee, her 
sins, which are many, are for- 
given; for she loved much.” And 
to her He said, ‘‘Thy sins are for- 
given. Thy faith hath saved thee; 
go in peace.” 

The last part of the lesson is 
one which you should read for 
yourselves, for it is too long to 
copy here and it is so beautiful it 
should be memorized. It is from 
1 Corinthians, chapter 13: begin- 
ning, “Though I speak with the 
tongues of men and of angels, and 
have not charity (love), I am be- 
come as sounding brass or a tin- 
kling cymbal. 

“And though I have the gift of 
prophecy, and understand all mys- 
tery and all knowledge; and 
though I have all faith, so that I 
could remove mountains, and have 
not charity, I am nothing.”

Captain Thomas B. Foster, head 
of the San Francisco office of the

| tion knowing the same to have been

fraud, to deceive or impose upon, or

to the source from which such goid 
silver, or other metal, or mineral, of- 
fered for sale or disposal to the 
Treasury Department, United States 
mints, and United States assay of- 
fice, was received. The Secretary of 
the Treasury is hereby authorized to 
direct and use the secret service 
| division of the Treasury Depart- 
ment to detect, arrest and deliver 
into the custody of the United 
States marshal having jurisdiction, 
any person or persons violating any 
of the provisions of this act: and to 
make rules and regulations for the 
purpose of carrying this act into ef- 
fect. 

It shall be unlawful 
for any person to deposit or cause 
to be deposited in the United States 
mails for mailing or delivery or

into the United States from abroad,

Section 3. Any person violating 
any of the provisions of Sections 1 
or 2 shall for each offense, upon 
conviction thereof, be fined not 
more than $5,000, or sentenced to 
imprisonment at hard labor not 
more than five years, or both, at 
the discretion of the court. 

Section 4. The minimum sum of 
fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) 
hereby appropriated out of any 
money in the United States Treas- 
ury, not otherwise appropriated, to 
be used in defraying the expenses 
of enforcing this act as hereinabove 
provided. 

Obviously, such a law would give 
the authorities something to work 
with. Perhaps it could be made a 
treasury regulation, needing only the 
Congress’ ratification. 

If we secure passage of such a 
measure, we need one more step in 
completing our picture. Each seller 
should be thoroughly described on 
the state form he signs when sell- 
ing the licensed buyer. Then, if he 
sells stolen gold he can easily be 
traced and apprehended. And the 
buyer will not dare use “phoney” 
names in submitting his affidavits 
with his shipments; or, if he does, 
he'll know only too well that we'll 
be in to see him soon after—and 
that our visit will mean almost cer- 
tain arrest an dconviction. 

Control the buyers—and where 
will the market be for highgraders’’
